Brotherhood of Labor 
Makes New Town Rise § 


By WILLIAM ALLAN 
FLINT, Mich, 

LAST JUNE 8 I stood in the 
debris of what had, a few hours 
earlier, been the town of Beech- 
er, Mich., and witnessed with 
solemn pride the heroic rescue 
and relief activities of my fellow 
workers. Two hundred houses 
had been flattened and 116 
sons killed by a tornado which 
came with the sudden anger and 
the terrible impact of an atomic 
explosion. 

On. Sunday I saw a miracle. 
Five thousand workers, Negro 
and white, men and women, 
AFL, CIO and indgpendent, de- 
scended upon what was once 
Beecher and laboring from early 
morning until nightfall, com- 
pleted 200 houses. It was esti- 
mated that they laid the founda- 
tions for 111 houses and worked 
on 92 others in various stages 
of construction.

THEIR WORK, figured in 
dollars and cents, was worth 
$500,000, it was said. But the 
working class solidarity _which 
this demonstration expressed 
was beyond price. 

The workers toiled in ‘97-de- 
gree heat, and as they did, they 
talked and laughed. Every one 
shook hands and made jokes. “If 
anything breaks down; just call 
me, said a CIO auto worker, 
“because I'm a builder now,”
